Election Forecasting 

The business of election forecasting has not devel¬ 
oped in Canada to the degree that it is practiced in the 
United States. There cannot be any certainty in such 
an undertaking and the bad slip-up forecasters made 
in 1948, when Governor Dewey lost out to Harry Tru¬ 
man, made the forecasters somewhat timid in their 
1952 predictions. 

The latest forecast for the federal election in Au¬ 
gust indicate a Liberal win with Quebec and the At¬ 
lantic provinces giving that party greatest support. It 
is predicted, however, that the Liberals will not have 
nearly the support that party had in the 1949 election. 
The Social Credit party is shown as gaining greater 
support, probably from British Columbia. 

Past history shows, however, that many things 
can happen to change the course of a campaign. So far 
nothing startling has occurred but the campaign is on¬ 
ly warming up. — Brooks Bulletin.

The federal government has announced that., 
from now on, retirement of civil servants is not com¬ 
pulsory the minute they reach the age of 65. 

Prior to this announcement, civil servants went on 
working after the age of 65 only under special condit¬ 
ions. Now, we understand they may continue in the 
government’s service after 65 just by signifying that 
they want to. 

This new legislation will no doubt be well-received 
by thousands of civil servants who would shortly be 
facing compulsory retirement under the old system, 
but who might possibly feel that their productive 
years were not yet spent. 

And no matter how one looks at it, the new policy 
is a good one and one that is definitely in keeping with 
the times. Canada’s over-65 age group is steadily in¬ 
creasing, thanks to modern medical advances and the 
luxuries of modern living. Man’s average life sp£n has 
increased so that today’s man of 65 is no rare speci¬ 
men to be hung up in the closet with the worn out 
shoes and the 18C0 bathing suit. 

And with the average person living longer, and 
the number of older people growing greater every 
year, it seems only logical that .something had to be 
done to keep the proportion of our population in the 
over-65 group from becoming a burden torihe younger 
generations and the whole economy'of the country. 

Had they stopped work at 65, neither St. Laurent 
nor Churchill could ever have led their countries. 
Smuts and King would have been out of the Second 
Great War, and Eisenhower would now have two years 
to go. 

For most men, their job is their life—or a very 
great part of it. To take it away from them on a par¬ 
ticular date based on an event that happened 65 years 
before was, in most cases, short-sighted, cruel and 
economically wasteful. 

Retirement at 65 is indeed out-moded, and we are 
glad the federal government has finally seen the day¬ 
light in this matter.

WARNINGS ABOUT 
BEING ON WRONG SIDE 
OF THE TRACKS

is the top side where accidents 
occur.

Here are some of the 
more important things to remem¬ 
ber at all times.

2. Do not play on or near railway 
property. 

3. Do not walk on railroad tracks. 

4. Do not walk on, play on, run 
over, fish from, or dive from rail¬ 
road trestles and bridges. 

5. Do not "hop” rides on cars. 

6. Don’t crawl under, between, in 
or around cars of a standing train. 

7. Do not play on coal piles, piles 
of ties or other material on rail 
road property. 

8. Do not place any object on the 
rails, 

9 Do not tamper with railroad 
property such as signals or swit¬ 
ches, brake wheels or car coup¬ 
lings. 

TO. Do not damage insulators or 
signal lights along the right of 
way. 

IJ. Do not throw stones, shoot 
slinshots or air rifles at moving 
trains or the train crews or pas¬ 
sengers. " , 

12. Cross railroad tracks only at 
authorized street crossings and be 
sure the tracks are clear. 

13. Do not crawl under or pass 
around the end of lowered cross¬ 
ing gates.
